Tlie  health  authorities  here  seem  to  be 
in  great  alarm,  judging  from  the  steps  they 
are  taking  for  wholesale  vaccination.  The 
strange  part  of  the  matter  is  that  they  have 
not  spoken  of  quarantine,  although  the  dan- 
ger is  far  more  real  and  serious  than  it  ever 
was  from  the  bubonic  plague,  or  is  at  present 
from  the  yellow  fever  in  Rio  de  Janeiro.  This 
is  another  proof  of  the  utter  absurdity  of  the 
quarantine  system.  —  MottteridroTimes.  Apr- 
il 26. 

—The  extortions  in  the  way  of  the  taxation 
of  every  moment  which  business  makes  are 
becoming  more  numerous  and  heavy.  It  ap- 
pears to  be  the  design  to  suffocate  business 
with  taxes;  one  cannot  get  a  certificate  that  he 
has  paid  his  taxes,  without  paying  a  heavy 
tax,  and  he  can  sell  no  property  without  it,  so 
that  it  amounts  to  blackmailing.  He  cannot 
get  a  certificate  that  his  properly  is  not  em- 
bargoed without  paying  another  tax,  not  for 
the  service  but  a  heavy  tax,  and  .lie  can  not 
sell  without  it.  lie  cannot  make  an  agreement 
to  sell  without  having  to  pay  a  tax  on  the 
value  of  the  property  so  that  not  less  llian 
three  direct  taxes  must  be  paid  on  a  property 
the  year  in  which  it  is  sold,  and  if  il  change 
hands  twice  within  a  year  there  are  four  direct 
taxes  piled  on,  and  yet  the  fools  who  figure 
as  statesmen  who  are  responsible  for  this, 
wonder  why  the  country  is  practically  boycot- 
ted by  ail  sane  people.  Here  is  a  specimen 
of  a  bill  submitted  by  a  subscriber  who  sold  a 
small  piece  of  properly.  "For  getting  a  certi-' 
ficale  that  taxes  are  paid  S28,  For  getting  a 
certificate  tfvit  the  properly  is  not  embargoed 
%2o,  For  giving  an  option  lo  buy  another 
lot £7. 50.  For  getting  the  certificates  $14. 
And  the  buyer  had  a  far  larger  sum  to  pay  for 
he  had  to  pay  for  theesenbauo  and  in  all  pro- 
bability it  cost  the  two  parties  I200  to  effect 
the  exchange  of  a  piece  of  land  worth  a  few- 
thousand  dollars.—  Buenos  Aires  Herald, 


CRICKET  AT  ICARAHY.

This,  the  opening  match  of  the  season,  was 
played  at  Ieanihy  on  3rd  and  5th  iust.,  and 
resulted  in  a  victory  for  the  uWllitesn  by  63 
runs.

The  latter  made  ,several  big  drives,  but 
be  should  have  been  caught  in  the  outfield 
when  be  had  made  9.  Queimet  and  Tate,  who 
were  making  their  first  appearance  in  Rio, 
both  showed  good  form,  the  former  hitting 
the  first  ball  be  received  out  ol  the  ground. 
C.  I,.  Robinson  played. a  useful  innings,  but 
was  twice  missed  in  the  slips  off  Giffard. 

The  bowling  of  tlie  "Niggersii  was  weak, 
though  Mawson  had  a  capital  analysis,  whilst 
their  batting  was  very  disappointing,  Mawson 
alone  reaching  double  figures,  and  he.  again, 
was  missed  at  cover  off  Slater  before  be  had 
scored.  The  left-hander  was  bowling  in  his 
best  form,  and  mention  should  be  made  of  the 
right-handed  catch  by  which  he  disposed  of 
Mawson. 

Willi  a  majority  of  77  the  "Whites.,  com- 
menced their  second  innings  at  3.30.  and 
during  the  last  half-hour  Wheatley,  who  was 
hitting  very  hard,  very  high  and  very  often, 
ran  up  a  score  of  43,  and  was  not  out  when 
stumps  were  drawn  for  the  day  with  tlie  total 
at  <S6  for  3  wickets. 

Resuming  011  Sunday,  Wheatley  and  Qiien- 
nel  faced  the  bowling  of  Robinson  and  Maw- 
son. Neither  batsman  gave  much  trouble,  atid 
after  some  useful  hilling  by  Slulfield,  the 
innings  closed  for  151.  The  «Niggersn  bad 
half  an  hour's  balling  before  lunch,  ami  only 
scored  5  for  the  loss  of  two  wickets—  Tatain 
and  E.  V.  Morrissv,  After  the  usual  interval 
they  again  fared  badly,  half  the  side  being  out 
For  35,  but  when  Mawson  joined  R,  Morrissy 
some  excellent  bitting  was  seen,  both  men 
making  a  splendid  effort  to  save  the  game,  ' 
and  when  the  latter  was  bowled,  the  partner- 
ship had  yielded  105  runs.  In  Mawsou's  line 
display  of  billing  were  included  no  less  than 
12  boundary  hits,  but  with  his  dismissal  the 
innings' was  soon  over,  the  111  itch  ending,  as 
already  stated,  after  what  proved  a  very  in- 
teresting finish.

In  the  opening  pari  of  his  message  the 
President  disparages  pailiamenlary  govern- 
ment, eulogizes  what  is  called  the  presidential 
system  ami  deprecates  political  agitation  ,He 
describes  the  present  political  situation  as  one 
of  industrious  calm  and  fruitful  activity.

in  treating  of  public  health  he  recom- 
mends the  sanitation  of  cities  and  the  adop- 
tion of  a  federal  sanitary  code.  Under  the 
head  of  public  instruction  lie  refers  to  the 
Code  of  instruction  recently  framed  by  the 
government. 

He  expresses  the  hope  that  a  civil  code  will 
be  adopted  during  the  present  session  of  con- 
gress and  calls  attention  to  the  demand  of  the 
bar  for  judicial  reorganisation  in  Hie  Federal 
District  For  the  purpose  of  mitigating  the 
evils  of  vagrancy  he  recommends  the  opening 
of  a  workhouse  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  ami  the 
establishment  of  a  penal  settlement  in  some 
rural  district.  In  treating  of  these  subjects  he 
takes  occasion  to  say  that  the  expulsion  of 
objectionable  foreigners  from  Hra7.il  cannot  be 
made  dependent  on  a  judicial  trial. 

The  President  says  that  he  hopes  to  be  able 
to  present  to  congress  during  the  present  ses- 
sion his  plan  for  the  reorganisation  of  the 
army.  In  the  reorganisation  of  the  navy  some 
progress,  he  states,  has  been  made.  He  al- 
ludes to  the  necessity  of  strengthening  the  de- 
fence of  the  coast  and  says  that  he  will  short- 
ly employ  the  1st  battalion  of  sappers  and 
miners  in  building  a  strategic  railway  con- 
necting the  slates  of  Parana  and  Matto 
Grosso. 

The  President  recommends  the  completion 
of  the  railway  system  connecting  the  states  of 
Pernambuco,  Pa  rally  ba  and  Rio  Grande  do 
Norte,  This  can  be  done,  he  says,  without 
detriment  to  the  plan  of  transferring  gov- 
ernment roads  to  private  management. 

The  transfer  of  the  Bahia  and  Sao  Francisco 
railway  and  Pernambuco  and  S.  Francisco 
railway,  recently  purchased,  will  be  made  to 
the  government  in  July. 

On  the  Central  railway  a  reduction  of 
25  °/0  has  been  made  in  "freight  011  bulled 
coffee  and  of  30  t'/o  in  that  on  tinhulled  coffee. 
The  maximum  rate  of  1J200  per  arroba  for 
any  distance  has  been  adopted.  An  agree- 
ment has  been  made  with  the  Leopoldina  Co. 
for  adopting  011  its  roads  tiie  maximum  rate 
of  .$500  per  arroba. 

Considerable  space  is  devoted  in  the  mes-  j  Vir.jVi 
sage  to  the  misfortunes  of  the  Banco  da  Re-  j  '  ,,,.',,. 
publics,  which  was  last  year  obliged  to  sus- 
pend payments  after  having  received  from 
the  government  a  loan  of  10.000.000$  in  trea 
sitry  bills  in  February,  one  of  £  600.000  in 
gold  in  June  ami  finally  one  of  £  300,000  in 
September. 

The  President  severely  censures  the  meas- 
ures adopted  by  his  predecessors  for  assisting 
the  bank.  These  measures,  he  says,  inclu- 
ding the  conversion  of  bonus  into  treasury 
notes,  caused  between  1S92  and  iSgS  an  in- 
crease of  no  less  than  259,955,200$  in  the 
amount  of  currency  in  circulation.  He  calls 
attention  to  the  fact  that  of  the  iftscripcties 
amounting  to  1  (4,355,000$  issued  for  the  pay- 
nieut  of  the  batik's  creditors  33.941,41x15  had 
been  redeemed  lip  to  the  31st  of  last  M*rch. 
This,  he  says,  justifies  the  belief  that  the 
government   will  be  relieved  of  responsibility 


with  the  utmost  pleasure  that  I  communicate 
to  yon  the  gratifying  news  that  the  govern- 
ment, thanks  to  your  wise  and  prudent  assis- 
tance, will  not  be  subjected  to  the  painful  ne- 
cessity of  soliciting  again  the  indulgence  of 
foreign  creditors, 

"  The  country  is  duly  prepared  to  return  to 
the  normal  state  of  cash  payments. 

"Tlie  total  amount  to  be  paid  from  the 
1st  of  next  .Inly  to  the  end  of  the  year  is 
£  1,700,000,  and  oil  that  date  the  government 
will  have  at  its  disposal  in  Loudon  the  sum 
of  £  2,300,000.  There  will  consequently  be  a 
surplus  of  ,£600,000.  Adding  to  this  surplus 
the  minimum  sum  of  ^"i,Soo,ooo  to  be  collect- 
ed in  gold  in  the  second  half-year  at  the 
customhouses,  we  shall  have  £  2,400,000  to 
be  carried  to  the  account  of  next  year. 

'•  The  treasury  being  thus  relieved  of  pres- 
sure, it  is  evident  that  no  difficulty  can  dis- 
turb the  continued  regularity  of  payments. 

"  Moreover  in  the  system  which  we  have 
organized,  and  which'  certainly  constitutes 
one  of  the  most  useful  improvements  adopted 
under  the  present  administration,  of  a  com- 
bined gold  and  currency  budget,  with  every 
item  of  expenditure  duly  discriminated  in 
relation  to  the  kind  of  money  in  which  it  is 
to  be  paid,  is  contained  the  proper  mech- 
anism for  providing  the  gold  required  in 
order  that  these  payments  may  be  made 
without  interruption. 

"  This  mechanism,  which  rests  on  the  basis 
of  the  collection  of  25  °/0  of  the  customhouse 
duties  in  gold,  is  so  arranged  as  to  protect 
the  treasury  from  the  fluctuations  in  the  gold 
premium,  'which  formerly  destroyed  equili- 
brium and  voraciously  absorbed  the  public  re- 
venue. 

"  The  demonstration  of  what  has  been 
stated  is  very  simple. 

"  The  total  amount  of  payments  to  be  made 
on  account  of  interest  on  the  public  debt  a  nd 
guaranteed  interest  to  companies  is  X  3-357>ID3 
per  annum.  The  revenue  derived  from  the 
20  "/it  in  gold  —  which  does  not  include  that 
derived  from  the  5  °/9  belonging  specially  to 
the  guarantee  fund  —  is  estimated  this  year  at 
36,000.0005,  equivalent  to  £  4.500,000.  This 
sum  is  more  than  sufficient  for  meeting  all  the 
demands  for  next  year  without  taking  into 
account  the  balance  of  £  2.400,000  above  men- 
tioned. The  continuance  of  payments  is  thus 
anteed. 

In  short  the  republic  is  duly  meeting  its 
serious  obligations  aud  we  consequently  have 
ample  cause  for  rejoicing  over  this  display  of 
the  vitality  of  its  organism  and  the  vigor  of 
its  moral  energy. 

"  Fortunately  the  pessimist  predictions  of 
those  who  expected  a  large  decrease  in  public 
revenue  have  not  been  realised. 

"  Import  duties  produced  22,889,000$  in 
gold  and  136,616.000$  in  currency. 

"  The  total  customs  receipts  amounted  to

Returns  received  at  the  treasury  for  the  first 
quarter  of  the  present  year  show,  says  the 
President,  that  the  revenue  derived  from  con- 
sumption taxes  exceeds  8,ooo,ooo$,  internal 
revenue  amounts  to  over  [8,000,000$  and  the 
amount  of  gold  receipts  is  8,036,000,?,  against 
4,514,000$  in  the  first  quarter  of  last  year. 

The  currency  receipts  derived  from  import 
duties  amount,  he  says,  to  2,000,000$  more 
than  in  the  first  quarter  of  1900,  These  figures 
lead  him  to  think  that  this  year  there  will  be 
an  increase  in  public  revenue.  To  arrive  at 
this  conclusion  it  is  not,  he  says,  necessary  to 
be  n:i  optimist. 

The  President  concludes  his  message  with 
the  following  words : 

"Preparing  to  meet  our  obligations,  we  have 
created  for  the  treasury  a  prosperous  situation 
resting  on  the  basis  of  a  surplus  in  the  budget. 
It  is  moreover  gratifying  to  observe  the  sure 
and  steady  progress  made  in  the  appreciation 
of  the  circulating  medium,  thanks  to  the  po- 
licy of  perseverance  in  the  redemption  of  pa- 
per money,  to  the  unceasing  increase  of  the 
guarantee  fund,  and  to  what  is  not  the  least 
preponderating  factor,  the  constantly  grow- 
ing confidence  inspired  by  an  honest  and 
economical  administration, 

"Arrears  Of  indebtedness  have  been  greatly 
reduced,  thousands  of  contos  of  claims  sup- 
ported by  judicial  decisions  or  resulting  from 
the  annulment  of  old  and  burdensome  con- 
tracts have  been  settled,  all  accounts  are  paid 
up  to  date  aud  there  is  not  a  single  treasury 
bill  in  circulation". 


Coffee  Notes 

—The  total  production  of  coffee  for  the 
season  of  190119021s  estimated  by  the  four 
leading  brokers  of  Rotterdam  at  16,677,000 
bags. 

—  There  was  a  meeting  of  coffee  planters  at 
Campinas  a  few  days  ago  to  adopt  an  accord 
for  a  general  reduction  in  wages  on  the  plant- 
ations. 

—  It  is  stated  that  the  Venezuelan  govern- 
ment has  decided  to  suppress  its  export  duties 
on  coffee.  Brazil  will  he  wise  if  she  takes 
a  step  or  two  in  that  same  direction. 

—The  latest  estimate  of  the  private  Java 
coffee  crop  is  170.000  piculs  Java  and  110,000 
piculs  Siberian,  as  against  an  outturn  of  360,- 
000  piculs  Java  and  95,ooopiculs  Liberian  last 
year. 

—The  coffee  planters  of  Sao  Paulo  are  com- 
bining to  reduce  wages  on  their  plantations. 
This  will,  in  all  probability,  cause  much  diffi- 
culty in  gathering  the  uext  crop,  as  the  costs 
of  living  in  Brazil  are  too  high  to  admit  of  low 
.wages. 

—The  Vangloria  plantation,  of  Patrocinio  do 
'Saptiealiy,  Sao  Paulo,  belonging  to  Manoel 
•  Claudiatio  Ferreim  Martins,  and  valued  at 
over  600,000$,  was  recently  sold  at  auction  at 
the  instance  of  Joaquiui  de  Paula  Marques  for 
the  sum  of  162,000$, 

—  There  was  a  large  meeting  of  coffee  plan- 
ters at  S,  Carlos  do  Pinhal  on  the  5th  iust. 
;for  the  purpose  of  discussing  a  representation 
•iso  the  national  and  state  government  in  favor 
of  reduced  transportation  rates  on  coffee  and 
upon  other  exports  and  imports. 

—  AS.  Paulo  telegram  of  the  4U1  says  that 
many  planters  of  the  Ribeirao  Preto  district 
are  finding  it  impossible  to  pay  the  wages  of 
their  laborers  because  of  the  fall  ill  coffee 
prices  (or,  we  should  say,  the  rise  in  exchange) 
and  they  are  anticipating  trouble.  This  is 
exactly  what  we  have  foreseen. 

—  Our  readers  will  note  that  President  Cam- 
pos Salles  asserts  in  his  message  thai  on  the 
Central  railway  there  has  been  a  reduction  of 
25  0/  in  the  freight  011  coffee.  TUe/omal  do 
Coinnterdo,  of  Juiz  de  Fora,  states,  however, 
that  the  reduction  is  only  5  °/0.  It  adds  that 
it  costs  the  planters  of  Minas  Geraes  wice  as 
much  as  it  costs  those  of  S.  Paulo  to  send  their 
coffee  to  market. 

—  A  planter  recently  shipped  from  Jaca- 
rehy  lo  Rio  de  Janeiro  S16  arrobas  of  coffee, 
which  was  sold  at  6$200  per  arroba.  On  re- 
ceiving his  accounts  he  found  that  this  price 
was  3$7&o  per  arroba  less  than  what  it  cost 
him  to  produce  and  market  his  coffee. 
This  statement  is  made  by  the  Gazeta  de  No- 
tidas,  which  adds  that  there  has  been  a  si- 
milar result  in  the  case  off  all  the  coffee  plan- 
ters in  the  Northern  part  of  the  state  of  S. 
Paulo, 


According  to  the  advertisement  of  Messrs. 

Clark  &  Co.  in  another  column  it  will  be  seen 
that  this  long-established  firm  has  secured 
the  very  desirahle  shop  on  the  corner  of  the 
Ouvidor  and  Travessa  do  Ouvidor,  near  their 
old  place,  and  have  opened  there  one  of  the 
most  attractive  boot  and  shoe  shops  in  the  city. 
Their  goods  need  no  introduction,  for  they 
have  been  known  to  the  people  of  this  city 
for  the  last  thirty  or  forty  years. 

At  a  meeting  of  "A  Kducadora"  insur- 
ance company  on  the  4U1  inst.  it  was  resolved 
to  accept  the  proposal  of  the  "Sul  America" 
company  for  the  acquisition  of  the  assets  and 
business  of  the  former.  The  transfer  was 
accepted  by  1,910  out  of  the  2,000  shares  of 
the  company.  The  Sul  America  acquires  the 
the  business,  real  estate,  mortgages,  and  re- 
serve fund  of  the  Kducadora;  and  becomes 
responsible  for  all  insurances  and  other  en- 
gagements. The  Kducadora  shareholders  are 
paid  off  at  par  and  retire  from  a  business  which 
its  president  confesses  has  become  most  dif- 
ficult because  of  competition  and  the  crisis 
afflicting  the  country. 
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conditions  meet  inquiry  —  exhaustion, 
stagnation,  despair.  'Outside  of  poli- 
tical and  incense-bearing  circles,  the 
President's  optimism  is  received  with  a 
smile  of  incredulity,  for  no  one  believes 
in  it.  Aud  there  are  not  a  few  who  do 
not  even  believe  in  the  good  faith  which 
paints  the  henbane  lily-white. 


For  the  first  lime  in  twenty-two  years  The 
Rio  News  has  failed  to  make  its  appearance, 
always  excepting  the  year  of  its  suspension 
by  the  dictator  Floriano  Peixoto,  Owing  to 
the  illness  of  the  editor,  the  paper  was  not 
published  last  week.  Tlie  stress  of  hard  times 
lias  been  felt  in  our  office  as  keenly  as  else- 
where, and  the  result  is  that  we  have  no  as- 
sistant either  to  share  our  editorial  work,  or 
to  take  our  place  when  ill.  Tlie  President's 
optinisHi,  however,  may  prove  to  be  the  tonic 
for  which  we  have  long  been  waiting  and 
prevent  a  recurrence  of  both  illness  and  sus- 
pension, as  we  hope  it  may.  But  at  the  same 
time  it  may  not  ! 


With  the  President's  message  lying 
before  us,  we  must  contess  ourselves 
unable  to  discuss  it.  We  do  not  accept 
his  optimistic  conclusions,  but  we  have 
no  data  to  support  that  position.  .  When 
the  report  of  the  minister  of  finance  is 
issued,  we  shall  then  be  able  to  check 
his  figures,  and  even  then  we  may  not 
get  all  we  want.  We  know  from  what 
we  see  on  every  side  that  commerce  and 
industry  are  struggling  for  life,  that 
private  fortunes  have  been  diminished 
or  lost,  that  banks  are  failing  to  meet 
their  liabilities,  that  labor  is  finding  no 
employment,  that  the  poor  are  suffering 
for  food  and  that  even  the  average 
citizen  is  suffering  reverses  and  wants 
which  he  has  never  before  experienced. 
It  is  an  insult  to  tell  such  people  that 
prosperity  has  returned  aud  that  the 
country  is  recovering  from  the  crisis 
which  has  for  so  long  a  time  weighed 
upon  it.  It  is  like  telling  a  starving 
man  that  all  is  welt  and  that  his  future 
is  assured  without  first  giving  him  food. 
It  may  be  that  the  treasury  is  in  an 
easier  position,  aud  that  it  now  finds 
itself  prepared  to  meet  certain  engage- 
ments abroad,  but  under  existing  cir- 
cumstances the  treasury  does  not  repre- 
sent" the  country,  nor  does  it  fairly 
indicate  the  conditions  which  exist  here. 
When  it  is  considered  that  the  improved 
condition  of  the  treasury  has  been 
secured  by  a  ruthless  increase  in  taxa- 
tion, by  the  disposal  of  public  assets,  by 
an  arbitrary  reduction  in  the  interest 
rates  on  a  part  of  the  public  debt,  aud 
by  a  suspension  of  cash  payments  of 
interest  on  the  foreign  debt,  it  must  be 
apparent  to  any  unprejudiced  observer 
that  the  improvement,  even  there,  is 
not  real.  Through  the  means  above 
enumerated,  which  implies  the  sacrifice 
of  much  of  the  country's  resources,  the 
government  is  able  to  prepare  an  ap- 
parently favorable  balance-sheet  and  to 
accumulate  funds  in  London  to  resume 
cash  payments  on  its  foreign  debt.  Had 
this  been  done  without  exhausting  the 
country  so  terribly,  we  should  have 
nothing  but  congratulations  to  offer,  but 
in  view  of  the  havoc  and  ruin  which  it 
has  caused,  how  is  it  possible  to  off er 
one  single  word  of  commendation  ?  The 
Loudon  press  is  naturally  delighted  with 
the  outlook,  for  it  means  the  satisfaction 
of  obligations  in  that  city,  but  were  the 
serious  journals  better  informed  of  the 
economic  situation  in  Brazil  we  are  cer- 
tain that  warnings  would  temper  their 
praises.  There  is  a  to-morrow  as  well 
as  a  to-day,  and  it  is  of  to-morrow  that 
a  wise  government  should  think.  If 
commerce  is  to  be  ruined,  industry 
paralyzed,  and  private  fortunes  deplet- 
ed, how  are  the  revenues  to  be  main- 
tained? Is  the  impoverished  capitalist 
to  provide  them  ?  Are  the  unemployed 
clerk  and  laboringman  to  supply  the 
treasury's  needs?  And  what  new 
sources  of  revenue  have  we  to  draw 
upon?    Turn  where  we  may,   the  same 


IT  WOULD  seem  tint  the  statements  circu- 
lating Europe  a  month  or  two  ago  in  regard  to 
the  surplus  balances  of  the  past  year,  were 
given  out  by  the  government  itself.  The  fig- 
ures are  very  much  the  same  as  those  now 
furnished  us  in  the  President's  message.  As 
the  statement  was  used  to  bull  the  market  for 
Brazilian  securities,  it  would  be  interesting 
to  know  whether  the  information  was  given 
out  for  that  express  purpose,  It  is  of  course 
not  unusual  for  ministers  to  be  cognizant  of 
such  speculations,  and  it  has  happened  in  at 
least  one  South  American  republic  that  a  mi- 
nister has  made  money  out  of  the  information 
obtained  from  his  office,  but  the  practice  is 
not  to  be  defended  for  al!  that.  The  dissemina- 
tion of  such  advance  statements  looks  too 
much  like  "rigging"  the  market,  and  cer- 
tainly reflects  no  credit  on  the  government  re- 
sponsible for  it. 


IT  SRRMS  to  us  that  the  jubilant  tone  of  the 
President's  message  is  untimely  and  absurd. 
What  he  has  accomplished  amounts  simply  to 
this: — Three  years  ago  his  predecessor  ob- 
tained a  (loan  the  fundi mr  loan)  of  over 
£  9,000,000.  All  that  now  remains  of  that 
loan  is  £  2,300,000.  The  rest,  to  the  amount 
of  about  £  7,000.000,  has  been  spent.  The 
sum  of  £  2,000,000  has  been  used,  it  true,  in 
cancelling  a  debt;  but  about  £  5,000,000,  or 
£  1,600,000,  per  annum  has  been  employed 
in  overcoming  tlie  annual  deficits.  If  on  the 
one  hand  about  100,000,000$  in  paper  money 
have  been  withdrawn  from  circulation,  on  the 
other  assets  amounting  to  a  much  larger  sum 
have  been  sacrificed,  the  burdens  of  the  people 
have  been  largely  iucreared,  hundreds  of  busi- 
ness houses  have  been  ruined,  banks  have 
suspended  payments,  commercial  credit  has 
been  almost  entirely  destroyed,  industrial 
progress  has  been  checked,  the  sources  of  pub- 
blic  revenue  have  been  wofully  depleted  and 
intense  suffering  and  discontent  prevail 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the 
land.  In  all  this  it  seems  to  its  that  there  is 
cause  for  lamentation  rather  than  for  rejoicing. 


Provincial  Notes 


— The  deaths  in  Para  during  the  past  mouth 
numbered  404. 

— Advices  from  S3o  Paulo  stat<"  that  365 
students  are  matriculated  this  year  in  the  law 
school  of  that  city, 

— There  was  sonie  prospect  of  disorder,  from 
discontented  worktligtlietl,  in  the  city  of  Sfio 
Paulo  oil  the  1st  inst,,  but  vigorous  measures 
were  taken  by  the  police  and  disturbances 
were  avoided . 

— A  Para,  telegram  of  the  4th  inst.  says  that 
many  counterfeit  notes  of  various  denomina- 
tions have  appeared  in  that  city.  One  mer- 
chant was  arrested  with  two  contos  of  the 
stuff  ill  his  possession. 

—The  operatives  of  the  Villa  Raffard  sugar 
mill,  at  Capivary,  S.  Paulo,  went  out  on  a 
strike  on  the  1st  inst.  It  was  reported  that 
they  had  threatened  reprisals,  and  a  police 
force  was  sent  to  protect  the  property. 

— The  four  judges  turned  out  of  office  by 
the  state  assembly  of  Matto  Grosso,  which  act 
was  recently  declared  illegal  and  void  by  the 
federal  supreme  court,  have  been  reinstated. 
The  results  of  this  decision  of  the  supreme 
court  should  be  most  beneficial  in  every  part 
of  tlie  country,  as  it  must  teach  the  people 
that  they  have  recourse  in  that  court  against 
political  aggression.  It  is  a  curious  fact  that 
the  offence  for  which  these  judges  were  turn 
ed  out  of  office,  was  "prevarication".  If  that 
offence  were  to  become  universally  punish- 
able, many  a  cabinet  minister  would  find  him- 
self out  of  a  job. 

—On  the  22nd  ult.  some  Italian  colonists 
from  the  plantation  of  the  Companhia  Agri- 
cola,  of  Ribeirao  Preto,  Silo  Paulo,  took  pas- 
sage for  Sao  Paulo  city  on  a  Mogyana  train 
at  the  station  of  Cravinhos.  They  bad  aban- 
doned the  plantation  and  were  accompanied 
by  their  women  and  children.  Just  as  the 
train  was  about  to  start  the  manager  and 
fiscal  of  th^L)!antation,  accompanied  by  pol- 
icemen, appeared  and  tried  to  prevent  their 
departure.  They  even  seized  upon  some  chil- 
dren, hoping  to  force  the  parents  to  follow 
them.  Through  the  protests  of  the  passen- 
gers mid  of  the  station  agent,  they  were  final- 
ly compelled  to  let  the  poor  colonists  go. 
This  looks  something  like  slavery. 


—It  is  stated  that  the  minister  of  finance 
has  ordered  an  investigation  into  the  defalca- 
tion discovered  in  the  treasury  agency  at  Sao 
Paulo. 


Railroad   Notes 


— The  judicial  sale  of  the  Viacao  Patilista 
tramway  lines  has  resulted  in  their  purchase 
by  the  American  company  now  building  elec- 
tric lines  in  that  city. 

— There  was  a  collision  of  trains  on  the 
Mogyana  line  between  the  stations  of  M.»gy- 
mirim  and  Mogy-guassti.  Sao  Paulo,  on  the 
2nd  iust.  resulting  in  the  death  of  one  driver 
and  grave  injuries  to  the  other,  besides  injur- 
ies to  various  employes  and  passengers.  One 
of  tlie  drivers  is  said  to  be  responsible  for 
the  disaster. 

— At  the  last  general  meeting  of  the  Bihia 
aud  San  Francisco  Co.  in  Loudon  the  chair- 
man said  110  arrangements  had  yet  been  made 
in  regard  to  the  liquidation  of  the  compiny. 
Only  three  months  remained  before  the  Bra- 
zilian government  would  take  charge  of  the 
railway.  The  directors  had  £87,000  oil  deposit 
with  Rothschilds,  and  the  stores  which  w mid 
be  taken  over  by  the  Brazilian  government 
would  yield  ah  additional  sum,  all  of  which 
would  yield  about  .£  1  per  share  (01190,000 
shares)  over  and  above  what  they  were  to 
receive  for  the  railway.  Since  the  sale  the 
company's  shares  had. doubled  in  vilue— lliat 
is,  rising  from  £S  10s  to  £  16  or  £17.

The  new  bishop  has 
long  been  celebrated  as  one  of  the  most  elo- 
quent pulpit  orators  in  Brazil, 

— We  have  been  favored  with  a  visit  from 
Mr.  Bertram  A.  Shuuian,  secretary  of  the 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association  of  Buenos 
Aires,  who  has  been  spending  some  time  with 
his  colleague,  Mr.  Myron  A.  Clark,  111  this 
city. 

—We  are  in  receipt  of  the  Pernambuco 
Cricket  Club's  fixture  card  for  the  season  of 
1901.  which  opened  on  the  3rd  inst.  and  closes 
on  November  10th.  The  combinations  are 
interesting  and  will  contribute  largely  to  the 
season's  success.  The  secretary,  Mr.  Thomas 
M.  Wood,  will  accept  our  sincere  thanks  for 
the  card. 

—  Dr,  Alberto  Torres,  ex-governor  of  the 
state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  has  been  appointed 
judge  of  the  supreme  court.  As  long  as  such 
appointments  continue  to  be  made,  so  long 
will  the  courts  fail  to  have  the  independence 
and  prestige  necessary  to  command  the  respect 
of  the  public  and  check  the  encroachments  of 
the  executive. 

—We  deeply  regret  to  note  the  death  011  the 
15th  nit,  at  Carcarana,  Argentina,  of  the  little 
daughter,  Louisa,  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Latham 
Hall,  after  a  long  and  painful  illness.  Mrs. 
Hall,  who  is  belter  known  to  many  of  our 
readers  as  Miss  Lucy  James,  daughter  of  the 
late  Oliver  C.  James.  Esq.,  formerly  a  resident 
of  this  city,  will  have  the  heartfelt  sympathy 
of  all  her  old  friends  in  Brazil. 

—The  health  report  for  the  half  month 
from  1st  to  15th  April  gives  the  total  mortality 
as  603  for  that  period.  The  deaths  from 
epidemic  diseases  were  31  from  yellow  fever, 
5  from  small  pox,  6  from  beriberi,  6  from 
influenza,  t  from  typhoid  fever,  3  from-  dysen- 
tery, 46  from  malarial  diseases,  and  101  from 
pulmonary  Consumption.  There  were  631 
births  and  72  marriages  in  the  same  period. 

— On  the  4th  inst.  a  large  number  of  stu- 
dents, said  to  number  about  one  thousand, 
organized  a  mock  procession  in  honor  of  Dr. 
Abel  Parents,  the  physician  who  has  made 
himself  conspicuous  the  last  year  or  two  by 
advertising  a  process  for  rendering  women 
sterile.

There  is  no  title  more  honorable  than 
that  conferred  upon  ;t  civilian  hy  the  office 
which  he  lioltK  and  it  is  tin  offence  to  that 
office  and  to  civilian  occupations  for  any  such 
official  to  assume  a  military  title  which  does 
not  belong  to  him.
